Ground troops Thursday moved

As a whole, the paintings, 
both water color and oils, show 
a surety and confidence beyond 
the years of the young artists.

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Mr. Truman’s Timely Warning 


Mr. Truman again has placed this 
country’s cards on the table, and has called 
upon Soviet Russia to do likewise. 

What the President said has been said 
many times before by himself, by the Sec- 
retary of State and by responsible leaders 
of free peoples everywhere. But it is well 
that he has reiterated the determination 
of this country, and he was speaking for 
all the Western world as well, to continue 
rearmament at top speed until and unless 
Russia furnishes iron-bound proof of a real 
change in attitude. 

The President’s statement will be more 
effective and will serve as something of 
an antidote to Russia’s “peace” propa- 
ganda, for having come while Sig Four 
deputy foreign ministers are trying at 
Paris to agree upon an agenda for a con- 
ference of the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters on the causes of tension. 

Mr. Truman warned that while rearma- 
ment will continue at top speed, we are 
open to any proposal, backed by honest 
evidence of good faith, for a peaceful set- 
tlement. Neither this country nor self- 
ruling peoples anywhere will be fooled 
by Russian propaganda. We will go on 
building our armed strength because force 
is the only deterrent Soviet rulers now 
recognize to their ambition to dominate 
the earth. 

Russia makes great pretense at being 
interested in disarmament, but has offered 
no suggestion for international inspection 
which would insure that the terms of any 
agreement would be complied with. For 
nearly six years Moscow has prevented 
an atomic control agreement by rejecting 


Let Georgians 
Think It Over Calmly 


The first comment we heard on the news 
Revenue Commissioner Redwine is consid- 
ering reducing the State’s liquor taxes and 
fees was to the effect that “now that 
they’ve got a sales tax on food they’re going 
to cut the tax on liquor!” 


That is the natural reaction and it is 
one which will require intelligent analysis 
of the liquor situation to dispel. 


Commissioner Redwine’s suggestion— 
which so far is purely a suggestion and 
nothing more—makes sense in the light of 
the history of Georgia revenue from liquor 
taxes. As with any other commodity, 
when taxes get too high sales diminish. 
That is particularly true when substitutes, 
which in this instance take the form of 
illegal whiskey bootlegged into Georgia 
or purchased legally in neighboring States, 
are available. 


Georgia’s tax of $1 a gallon plus a ware- 
house fee of $4 a gallon gives the State a 
higher liquor assessment than any State 
in the region. The total tax in Tennessee 
is $2 a gallon, in Florida $2.17 a gallon and 
in South Carolina $2.72. Alabama has a 
State liquor store system. 


The result is that whiskey prices are 
higher in Georgia than in any neighboring 
State. A situation has been created which, 
as Commissioner Redwine points out, in- 
vites bootlegging. The Revenue Depart- 
ment has made earnest efforts to halt boot- 
legging of liquor into Georgia. It has been 
successful in isolated instances, but the 
flow of untaxpaid liquor into Georgia re- 
mains a sizable one. It promises to remain 
that despite the honest efforts of the Com- 
missioner and his agents. 


We are not so naive as to believe such 
large-scale bootlegging is possible without 
the knowledge of local law enforcement 
officers somewhere in the State. But 
huge bootlegging profits, created by Geor- 
gia’s artificially high liquor prices, provide 
ready sums with which liquor-runners can 
tempt officials. 

We have obtained figures showing reve- 
nue collections from liquor taxes and ware- 
house fees in Georgia over the past sev- 


a unanimous proposal of free nations that 
a world body inspect atomic facilities in 
all countries. 

Russia has some 5,000,900 men under 
arms prganized into about 175 divisions, 
while claiming to have only 2,500,000. Ap- 
proximately 30 Russian divisions, fully 
equipped and trained in aggressive war- 
fare, stand at the back door of Western 
Europe. Russia is taking new recruits at 
the rate of about 1,000,000 a year and 
her reserves are estimated even now at 
10,000,000. 

The President makes it clear this coun- 
try is not interested in what Russia has to 
say about a desire for peace. Rather, we 
are interested in what Russia actually does 
to support that claim. 

Mr. Truman’s statement also ought to 
be a warning to the Congress and the 
people. The danger of Soviet aggression 
is not lessened one whit when Andrei Gro- 
myko decides, on instructions from Mos- 
cow, to moderate his attacks upon the 
West. And we may be sure that whatever 
is happening in Korea is in accord with 
the Kremlin’s ultimate plan. 

Congressmen, and citizens, who would 
judge the urgency of rearmament by the 
twists and turns of Moscow propaganda are 
playing a disastrous game of wishful think- 
ing. There ought not to be any ceiling 
upon the armed forces of the country and 
neither should there be any limit to the 
number of troops to be sent to Europe. 

Either course would seriously weaken 
the united stand of the free countries—and 
might invite the aggression we are trying 
desperately to forestall.

eral years. The turning point in reyenue 
came in 1948. In that year, revenue from 
the $1 liquor tax and $3 warehouse, fee 
declined to approximately $11,000,000 from 
a record high of about $14,000,000 the pre- 
vious year. In fiscal 1950, with the ware- 
house fee $1 higher, for a total of $4, reve- 
nue had decreased further to a little more 
than $8,000,000. 

Mr. Redwine does not believe revenue 
would be increased by a reduction of 
charges, but thinks it better to do with less 
revenue than to encourage bootlegging as 
is the effect of the present charges. Pre- 
vious experience, however, indicates reve- 
nue would be greater if Georgia fees were 
not reduced too much. 

At least, the Commissioner has given 
Georgians something to think about. We 
suggest that the people do their thinking 
calmly and on the basis of the realities of 
the situation.

Somebody’s Always

WASHINGTON—It takes more than one 

robin to make a Spring, but apparently only one 

* special Congressional election is all that is needed 

to give GOP National Chairman Guy Gabrielson illusions of his 
party’s return to power. 


The GOP National Committee generalissimo has been expostu- 
lating quite freely about the results of a special election in Mis- 
souri to fill a vacancy in the House caused by the recent death o% 
Rep. John B. Sullivan, a Democrat. Cause for his election is the 
fact that a Republican, former Rep. Claude I. Bakewell, won out 
in the district, whereas the Democrats had captured it handily in 
the general elections of last November. 


As Mr. Gabrielson sees it, “The vote... reflects the distrust 
and disappointment of the vast majority of the American people 
over the policies, performances and cronies of the Truman Ad- 
ministration.” He got sufficiently worked up over the victory to 
read into the results a prediction that the country will go Repub- 
lican in 1952. 


Thus, with him, one robin not only constitutes a Spring, but 
is enough to serve as a whole series of seasons extending from now 
until the Presidential election of November next year. As the poets 
might say, hope springs lightly where realization has long been 
denied. . 

Democrats, of course, are none too impressed 
Unimpressed with Mr. Gabrielson’s jubilation. They grant 
him the license to gloat over the GOP victory, though they have 
been unkind enough to recall how he was putting out similar 
claims to victory early last year after a special election in Texas 
sent a Republican to Congress from a nérmally rockribbed Demo- 
cratic district: Later ousted in the general election, he was able to 
win by virtue of a’*multiplicity of candidates dividing up the 
Democratic vote, 

It has remained, however, for the AdminiS&tration’s chief 
political statistician, Louis H. Bean, author of “How to Predict 
Elections,” to deflate Mr. Gabrielson’s analysis of the recent Mis- 
souri returns. An economist in the Department of Agriculture 
by profession, election statistics are his hobby and he has a near 
perfect record of correctly appraising political trends. 


Chairman Gabrielson’s enthusiasm over the Missouri special 
election was 4 little bit too much for Mr. Bean. He dug up figures 
on past elections in the district to show that the Democrats always 
win when there is a heavy turnout of voters, such as in Presidential 
election years, and lose only in off years where the vote is light. 


Vn In the recent election the Republican candidate 
Low Total polled 25,700 votes to 19,500 for the Democrat— 
one of the lowest totals recorded in the district in some years. By 
way of comparison, Mr. Bean pointed out that in the regular off- 
year election of last November the Democratic majority in the 
district was actually greater than the total vote of the Republican 
candidate in the recent special contest. And in 1948, a Presidential 
vear, the Democratic majority was 37,000, or 11,500 more than the 
25,000-odd votes polled by the GOP this year. 


To put it another way, he pointed out that the Democratic 
vote this year was off 37,000 from last year, whereas the Repub- 
lican vote dropped only some 5,000. As Mr. Bean interprets the 
situation, the Democrats just did not go to the polls, as they usually 
fail to do in special and off-year elections. This would seem to 
be borne out in the fact that the Republican candidate was able 
to win although receiving 5,000 less votes than his party polled 
last November when the Democrats won by 26,000 majority. 

Consequently Mr. Bean puts down as pure rubbish the Ga- 
brielson claim about the Missouri special election being evidence of 
a wave of revulsion against the Truman Administration. He em- 
phasizes that the result has no bearing on what may happen in 
1952. It was perhaps a little cruel for the Administration statis- 
tician to take the joy out of Chairman Gabrielson’s analysis.

Off In Another Direction 


WASHINGTON—Good intentions often are not enough—nor are words. 


For 


instance, Sen. H. Alexander Smith, Republican, New Jersey, thought by some 
legerdemain of language, or sleight of hand with words, he could heal the yawning 
split in his party over foreign policy, specifically now on the troops-to-Europe 
issue currently before the Senate. He is, indeed, a well-intentioned gentleman and 


very conscientious. 


So, thanks to Sen. Smith, the Senate found itself in a dilemma 


as the “great debate” moved back to the floor from the Foreign Relations Committee te center 
on the hybrid resolution that the committee finally hatched after long controversy. It is, indeed, 


a contradictory compound of language. 
that the Joint Chiefs of Staff prescribed for the 
foreseeable future, and thus upholds the Presi- 
dent’s power to dispatch troops abroad when our 
national security is threatened. 


Se far, so good. But, in the next breath, 
it says that if more should be needed at some 
future time, their dispatch te Europe would 
require approval by Congress, thus denying 
to the President the authority it previously 
upheld. 


Sen. Smith is responsible for this second pro- 
vision. He construed it to mean only that the 
President should consult with Congressional 
leaders about future troop movements. But it 
says Congress. That’s what the _ tsolationists 
want—and really never expect to get. 

And all because Sen. Smith thought by mere 
words he could bridge the gap between the Taft- 
Hoover-Wherry isolationist viewpoint and the 
Dewey-Stassen-Eisenhower attitude in the Re- 
publican Party. He subscribes to the latter. But 
the gap is too big and deep to be bridged by a 
string of words, and he should have known it. 
Our language, good as it is, can’t stretch quite 
that far. 

Sen. Smith did not accomplish his aim of 
getting his party together. 

Furthermore, all the higgling and haggling 
over words to produce a resolution with double 
meaning, which has taken several days, shows 
what could happen under the portion of the reso- 
lution he framed which apparently would give 
Congress authority to direct foreign policy and 
troop movements. That was only committee ac- 
tion, too. Still the Senate must debate, and pre- 


sumably the House, too, for there’s an identical . 


resolution to go before that body. ~ 
Fvents in these days don’t weit for debat- 
ing societies. . 
All of this must be very disturbing to our 
uneasy and anxious Western European allies 
whose morale apparently is our aim te bolster. 


It approves the sending of four divisions te Europe, all 


It would be more disturbing te them if Con- 
gress eventually should pass a resolution réquir- 
ing it to pass on every military move. And, as 
for Joe Stalin, public debate in Congress not 
only would reveal our plans to him, but he could 
move while Congress talked and dillydallied. 


What we would do if such a resolution 
were adopted—and it would be « revolution- 
ary change—would be to depose our Presi- 
dent as commander in chief and delegate 
that job to Congress. And never in our his- 
tery has Congress directed foreign policy and 
military operations. 


President Truman said long ago, when all this 
fuss started in Congress, that he intended to 
consult Congressional leaders and committees in- 
volved as he has done always before, though 
not necessarily to be bound by them. He made 
it very plain he did not intend to turn over his 
authority as commander in chief to Congress, 
since that duty is imposed on him by the Con- 
stitution. He cited precedents all down through 
history backing up his contention that the Presi- 
dent has power to dispatch troops abroad when- 
ever our national security is threatened. 


Herbert Hoover is capitalizing on the confu- 
sion. He is now on a fervent crusade. He has 
descended to the level of lobbyist for his view- 
point, proselyting actively with Republican mem- 
bers of the House with the purpose of getting 
that body into the act also so that it will be 
clear that Congress as a whole is behind him. 

Maybe Herbert Hoover will be a good sym- 
bol for the Republican Party in 1952. That is 
doubted, however, by long-time observers who 
watched closely his own White House regime 
and its results, and his own attitudes since. 
Back in 1932 a majority of the people headed

Has an Impact

photographed by the television cameras, the WPIX top echelon 

determined last week that in such an emergency the cameras would 

be focused on the microphone of the witness or some object directly 
related to him. 


Frank Costello objected to being photographed, so the WPIX, 
camera director, Ted Estabrook, in the Foley Square courtroom, 
went into action. The results were, of course, outstandingly dra- 
matic, because WPIX camera crews focused on the nervous move- 
ments of Costello’s hands. 


DRAMATIC SUCCESS of Estabrook’s emergency device proves 
that such astute TV producers as Tony Minor and Garth Mont- 
gomery have been on sound ground. 


As far back as 1941, when CBS-TV was featuring Tony Minor’s 
show, “Opinions on Trial,” the camera cut to a close-up of hands 
drumming on a table. Probably the sensitive Ernst Lubitsch, 
before he died, used the technique in flickers in some form. In 
one picture, Lubitsch indicated the horror of war by photograph- 
ing a victory parade through the crutches of a doughboy onlooker.

He received his law degree from Columbia University when he 
was 21, exactly 16 years ago. That he must have been somewhat 
exceptional would be indicated by his appointment as secretary to 
Federal Judge William Bondy, which led to his choice as assistant 
U. S. attorney.

Through a Chink in The Curtain 


BERLIN—This strange city is an island of freedom amid the surrounding slavery of the Soviet 


zone of Germany. 
shadow of danger. 


It is a place where millions of simple people bravely carry on in the ever-present 
It has several other personalities and aspects. But for the traveler, Berlin is, 


above all, a chink in the Iron Curtain, through which much can be seen that is not visible from 


Washington or Paris or London. 


Perhaps the best symbol of the first thing one 
sees through this chink is a mothballed tank. 
Until rather recently a large faction of West- 
ern intelligence officers had been encouraged by 
the belief that the Soviets possessed no reserve 
armor west,of the Vistula. True, there were at 
least 12 Soviet armored divisions in Eastern Ger- 
many, but these divisions, constantly wearing out 
their tanks in training and on maneuvers, did 
not seem ready for a drive across Western Europe. 


Then one fine morning reports began to 
come in of tanks mothballed in garages and 
warehouses, in the same way that we moth- 
ball our reserve fleet. The size of this 
newly discovered reserve of Soviet armor has 
not yet been determined, but the estimates of 
the readiness of the Soviet armored divisions 
have already been anxiously revised. 


No one in Berlin expects a war this year (as 
no one in Seoul did either, it must’ be added). 
But the fact remains that the most striking phe- 
nomenon to be seen through this chink of the 
Iron Curtain is the extensive war preparation 
that has been carried on in the last 10 months 
by the masters of the Kremlin. 


It is not that the Soviet armies have been 
heavily reinforced—there are still the same 30 
divisions in Eastern Germany and six more in 
Poland, although recent evidence suggests that 
at least one additional armored. division may 
now be on the way from Russia. What has hap- 
pened, rather, is that these armies, which were 
not ready to attack before, have now been 
brought almost to the stage of full offensive 
readiness. 


Besides sending in reserve tanks, the Soviet 
planners have taken many other steps to pre- 
pare their war machine. Whereas their air and 
mechanized forces were formerly provided with 
fuel on a hand-to-mouth “basis, a large perma- 
nent fuel stock has now been built up. Under- 
ground tankage is being constructed at the air- 
fields so that this stock can be further increased. 


In the same way, stocks of ammunition, of 
spare parts of all kinds for the air and ground 
forces, and of all other similar necessities of war 
have been substantially increased. 


Crated air engines and even air frames have 
been brought in, so far as can be judged, in far 
larger numbers than would be needed to sup- 
port the present Soviet Air Force of from 450 
to 500 jets in East Germany. 


Even more significant, personnel and equip- 
ment for aircraft maintenance and tank repair 
shops have recently arrived in East Germany. 
In the last war, the Soviet Army was often 
forced to send its damaged tanks as far as 
Kuibyshev before they could be put in order. 
In any European campaign, this would obvi- 
ously be ruinous. The newly arrived mainte- 
nance staffs, which inelude German technicians 
trained in Soviet methods, will provide full main- 
tenance facilities of all kinds here in Germany. 


The general picture is one of methodical 
war preparatioh, accomplished so slowly and 
quietly, on a foundation already so menac- 
ingly strong, that very few people have taken 
alarm. 


To be sure, there are still some gaps. The 


transport facilities available to the Soviet armies 
would be thought inadequate by any Ameri- 
can or European commander, partly because of 
the poor quality of steel rails supplied from 
East Germany for railroad improvement. But 
Russian commanders, who get their experience 
with the Russian rail system, are unfortunately 
unlikely to use American or European standards 
of transport. 


Again, and this time more significant, al- 
though they have a very high proportion of 
armored. and mechanized divisions, the Soviet 
armies in Germany and Poland are distinctly 
short of artillery. Here the Russian standard is 
higher than ours—Russian ground force tactics 
call for massed use of artillery on the greatest 
scale. Probably, any Soviet war plan would call 
for bringing in additional artillery divisions, 
as it would certainly call for bringing in addi- 
tional air groups—which, of course, can be done 
in a single night's flight from Koenigsberg. 


All these different toilsomely collected facts 
about what the Soviets have done and have not 
done in the last year for their European forces 
form a pattern which requires discussion in a 
subsequent report. It is enough to say here that 
what has been done vastly outweighs what has 
not been done. If we had done one-half as 
much, the Kremlin would be justified in its per- 
petual bellowing that the American warmongers 
are preparing an aggression.

Even in Baseball 


Business Is Business 


Bernard Shaw, after writing some novels 
which the critics scorned, refused to waste time 
on the critics trying to prove that “those silly 
fellows didn’t know their own silly business.” 
Instead, he took to writing plays. 


We are much of Shaw’s mind as regards the 
baseball magnates and their dismissal of Happy 
Chandler as baseball’s commissioner. We are 
willing to suppose that the magnates know their 
own business, and we, of course, do not look 
upon either the magnates or their business as 
silly. ; 


Doubtless there are in the situation factors 
which do not meet the eye even of the most 
keen-sighted reporter. 


Still a kind word for Chandler surely is per- 
missible. A bumbling fellow in some ways he 
has shown himself to be. It is only too clear 
that he did not have the savvy to handle the 
magnates so as to keep the necessary 12 of them 
in his corner. 


Looking at the case in the large, however, 
one gets the impression that Chandler’s chief 
fault was his ingenuousness. He loved baseball 
as a sport so much—as th® splendid, wholesome 
sport it is—that he sometimes lost sight of it as 
a business. In other words, he was a genuine 
red-hot fan. 

And, needless to say, it is the business aspect 
of the game which must concern the magnates, 
for they are the ones who must meet the pay 
rolls and provide for all the expenses. Theirs 
necessarily and justly is the final say in organ- 
ized baseball. 


Usually these fellows talk in 
terms of getting a chicken 
ranch, but lately I’ve been ad- 
vising with a sailor who insists 
on getting a hog ranch. This 
man is quite a person. He (and 
the mortgage company) own a 
95-foot deep-sea porgy boat and 
he bounces around the Gulf 
Stream from 10 to 100 miles 
offshore and comes in with 
porgies and various other fish 
(even tuna), and lands them at 
various docks between Cape 
Hatteras, Va., and Key West, 
Fla. This is not child’s play, for 
the sea is often rough, his boat 
is rélativély small:and the work 
is hard. 


BUT HE HAS the yen to get 
on land and raise some hog 
meat. And he wants to do it on 
grasses. He has only seven acres 
of land and this is the tide- 
water kind and néeds a little 
doing. It is apt to get dry or 
become wet at the drop of a 
rain or the lack of it. 


I've seen mountain farmers 


raise hogs on ladino clover 
and have known of men who 
raise them on kudzu. It takes 
longer for hogs to grow out on 
these legumes than a balanced 
ration of corn and concentrate 
but, as the man says, “What's 
time to a hor?” 


This sailor lad wants to raise 
his hogs on sweet lupine and 
hairy indigo because he knows 
those will grow in his area. I 
don’t know much about these 
crops and nothing at all about 
them as a hog feed. 

Usually the hog-grower uses 
grazing crops as a means of 
cutting down on the protein sup- 
plement rather than the grain 


ration, but our sailor intends to 
use plenty of nonsalable fish 
meat for his protein ration. In 
dragging the nets he naturally 
pulls up lots of sharks and other 
fish that do not sell on the open 
market. These he intends to 
offer his hogs. 


I'VE SEEN this work on a 
small scale at Cumberland 
Island. Bob Férguson used to 
féed sharks to his hogs in the 
fattening pén. 


How this will work out with 
lupine and indigo, I am at a 
loss to say. I think the sailor 
needs corn with his fish rather 
than grass, or corn in addition 
to both. 


Maybe I can get Dr. Jarnagin 
to go down and help the man. 
Maybe he could induce him to 
plant the fish in the corn rows 
liké Indians used to do.. After 
all, the learned doctor was once 
a deep-sea fisherman. It’s an 
idea, anyway.

Pressure cooking is a new scientific method of cooking under pressure—not a faster way of cook~- 
ing by the old or usual methods.

use these cookers for preparing 
baby’s food as well as a home 
sterilizer for baby bottles, nip- 
ples and small instruments. 


Thirty-seven percent of the 
American homes own pressure 
Saucepans or pressure cook- 
ers, and almost half of these 
have more than one. Some 
women have learned to use 
the utensil wisely and often. 
Others have tried them once 
or twice, then stored them in 
a box in the cupboard or un- 
der the kitchen range.

1, Pressure cooking saves time 
because it utilizes steam under 
pressure, and the resulting high 
temperature (250 degrees) 
causes foods to cook in a mat- 
ter of minutes. For example. 
most frozen vegetables cook in 
one to two minutes: pinto beans 
or black eye peas in about half 
an hour; a four-pound ham or 
chicken cooks in 30 minutes, 
and a big cooker of homemade 
vegetable-beef soup is ready in 
about 20 minutes. 


2. Pressure cooking keeps 
down the losses of vitamins and 
minerals. Because only a small 
amount of water is used, these 
essential nutrients are . not 
“flooded owt,” but rather re- 
tained in the food. 


3. Pressure cooking reduces 
fuel costs. Foods cook in a frac- 
tion of the time usually re- 
quired, so do not need as much 
gas or electricity. For examp!e, 
your favorite recipes may be 
adjusted in general to “pres- 
sure use” by reducing the cook- 
ing time by about two thirds. 


4. Pressure cooking saves en- 
ergy because.it allows you so 
much freedom from the kitchen 
for rest or relaxation. 

Perhaps the two most frequent 
questions about this method of 
cooking are: Is it safe? 

How does it cook meat? 


Reliable cooker manufac- 
turers are experimenting con- 
stantly to assure safety. Safe- 
ty lies with the over-pressure 
plugs and the automatic es- 
cape of steam after 15-pound 
pressure. As with many other 
appliances, the safety depends 
on intelligent use. Our homes 
are filled with equipment that 
is not safe if not used cor- 
rectly, such as irons, washing 
machines, toasters, sun lamps, 
etc. As with any appliance, 
read the instruction book first, 
then save it and follow the 
recipes and time tables care- 
fully. Each manufacturer pre- 
pares an instruction book 
based on research on his par- 
ticular piece of equipment, so 
don’t go by your neighbor's 
advice unless she has the same 
type cooker.

Most manufacturers make 
cookers of about 4-quart ca- 
pacity. A few make smaller 
ones of about 2% quarts and 
several now make larger ones 
of 6 to 8-quart sizes. The lit- 
tle cookers are ideal for vege- 
table cookery but the medium 
or larger sizes are better for 
meats or “family amounts” of 
most foods.
